The garrifon of Mantua is compofed of 10,000 men, 
confitting of French, Cifalpines, Piedmontefe, and Poles. 
Since the sth, there has been nothing but feeble engage- 
ments of advanced pofts. General Klenau continues to 
make progrefs in the duchy of Ferrara, and to increafe 
his army by a great number of infurgents who flock to 
join his ftandards. ‘The inhabitants of the territory of 
‘Mantua, the Brefcianefe, the Bergamafco, and the Cre- 
monefe, in general teftify the moft favourable difpofitions 
towards the Auftrians ; they call upon them with loud 
cries, fly towards them as foon as they appear, and 
begin already to break out into infurrections at feveral 
points. 
Letters from Italy affure us that General Macdonald 
is evacuating the kingdom of Naples with the greatett 
{peed, in order to avoid being placed between two fires ; 
and, in faét, he has no great time left for faving the 
wreck of his army, which is now reduced to 15,C0O 
men, as very numerous bodies of infurgents are collect- 
ing between Naples and Rome, and they have already 
taken poffeflion of feveral important pofts. 

A letter from a Commiffary of the Archduke’s ar- 
my, which I have jult feen, {tates, that the French fol- 
diers are very much difpufted, and defert in great num- 
bers, on account of the ill treatment which they receive 
from their officers; they are in want of every thing in 
Switzerland. On the very day on which he wrote, the 
19th, 29 dragoons, all of them mounted, had come to 
him ; feveral Swifs had alfo paffed by, to join their 
worthy countryman, General Hotze, who has already 
more thau 2000 men under his command. 

"It is not poihble to know exactly what is pafling in 
the interior of Switzerland. Commotions certainly 
prevail there 3 but the French give themfelves little un- 
eafinefs on that account, Owing to their force. ‘The 
little town’of Eglifau, between Schaffhaufen and Wald- 
fhut, has alfo been taken poffeflion of by the Aulttrians ; 
fo that the, Rhine is now the limits of the two armies. 
On the tgth, the enemy again made a fruitlefs attack 
betweeo Bregentz and Feldkirch. 

The army is increafed in Holland by io,o00 men, 
and a national guard of 30,000 men has been forined.

Anecdotes related in the French papers of General 
Suwarrow.—On his journey to Cracow, he did not a- 
light from his carriage, but called for a glafs of brandy 
and a bafon of water.

His wardrobe confilts of a fhort 
white waiitcoat, a pair of white breeches, fhort boots, 
and a cloak; he has neither uniform nor any military 
drefs whatever, and keeps his head, which is bald, un- 
covered, even during the time he is travelling.

BUONAPARTE’s EXPEDITION, 
Extract of a Letter from Alexandria, written by an Officer of 
Engineers tS his Father.—12 Pluviose. _ 

I was for a moment flattered with the hope of hear- 
ing fome news from you. An European yeffel entered 
the port a few days ago. She eluded all the vigilance 
of our guardians. With what impatience did I enquire 
whence fhe came, and if fhe brought any intelligence 
from France !—With what chagrin did I Jearn that 
the had failed from dtaly a confiderable time ago, and 
had no letters from France:—The news, however, 
which we have thus received, though dated four months 
back, have all the intereft of novelty with men who 
have been fo long fhut out from the knowledge of every 
thing pafling in Europe; we are in a manner entirely 
feparated from the political world, and all our views 
were concentrated, and all our attention abforbed, in 
the objects that furround us. 

We now enter into a new and more enlarged fphere ; 
but find our conjeétures of paft occurrences during 
four months only romances and dreams. The events 
appear to have fucceeded each other with fo much rapi- 
dity, that the fcene changes every moment. Rufha 
leagued with the Turks, peace with the E nglifh {till 
more diftant, France marching an army into Carinthia ; 
and, to affume an impofing attitude with regard to all 
her enemies, ordering a levy of 200,000 men ina 
moment Such meafures cannot fail to enfure her great 
luccefs. 

Our fituation in this country has been conftantly the 
fame. It was always very promifing, and becomes 
more and more fatisfactory. Our caravans pafs every 
where without difficulty. ‘The conqueft of the coun- 
try iscompleted. All the important pofts are occu- 
pied, and the others, which are all incapable of making 
any refiftance, require only to be vifited to be reduced.

SPECULATION, 


To the important inquiry of the day, Where has the 
Breft fleet gone for? we are are {till unable to give an 
anfwer. Politiciens are racking theif brains, anxious 
to fhew their depth of penetration, by fixing the place 
of their deftination, Yetterday’s London rath in 
fpeculating upon this fubject, fays—They are not bound 
for Ireland, becaufe they. have not enough of troops, 
and Lord Barprort is there with a {trong fquadron, 
&c.—-They are not bound to Portugal, becaufe they 
might be blocked up there, and they might as well in- 
vade that province by land.—They are not bound to 
the Mediterranean, becaufe they would be overpowered 
by the fuperior united fleets of Britains,.Turks, and 
Ruffians.—They are not bound to the Weft Indies, be- 
caufe they would arrive there at the worft feafon, and, 
it would be too generous for the Directory to fend fuch 
an armament merely to give liberty to the blacks. 

Thus far, with fome other particulass, does this fa- 
gacious obferver proceed in the negasive ftyle. He 
next comes to the fafitive, and with a degree of une- 
qualled penetration, fixes the place of their deftination, 
the precife days of arrival at different places, their 
whole progrefs, fuccefs, and finally brings them fafely 
back to-Breft harbour after a profperous voyage.— 
He might have added, ~ ovided the Bri ifh fleet wiil 
permit all this.

T'rincomale, and blocks up the mouths of the Ganges, 
the coalefced Princes of India march againft Bengal, 
Syria is occupied, Kleber is, mafter of Aleppo, nothing 
can penetrate to India by land or by fea. 

«© When the Monfoon recommences, the fleet re- 
turns to Europe, but firlt efcorts' into the Red Sea 
the wealth it has feized : The valuable commodities are 
tranfported to Alexandria, where they ave laid up in 
magazines until an opportunity occurs of condudting 
them in fafety to the ports of France. 

“© The fleet, purfuing its courfe, ftops fucceflively at 
the Ifle of France, perhaps the Cape, then the Braziis, 
and arrives at Cadiz; if neceflary, it obtains a rein- 
forcement at this la(t port to. enable it to reach Breit, 
where it arrives after an 18 months voyage.
